Lord Salisbury’s Answer Said to Propose 
an Assumption of Liability. 

MowreeaAL, Que., March 22,—[Special.]— 
The Star's London correspondent cables: 
The British Government evidently does not 
wish to assume unconditionally for another 
year the damages incurred by the Canadian 
sealing vessels as a consequence of a renewal 
of the modus vivendi in the Bering Sea with 
the American authorities. It is learned that 
Lord Salisbury’s reply to the United States is 
understood to centinue to decline a renewal 
of the modus vivendi of last season, unless the 
United States is willing to assume the liability 
and compensate the Canadian sealers for their 
future losses if the arbitrators decide against 
the United States’ claim of jurisdiction in 
those waters.

FORGERY ON AN ALDERMANIC PETITION. 


Discoveries Made in the Document En- 
titling Joseph Ratlidge to Run. 

Joseph Ratlidge, who aspires to Aldermanic 
honors as an independent candidate of the 
Eleventh Ward, is unfortunate in having on 
the petition which secured for him his candi- 
dacy many forged names. 

Under the Australian system 2 per cent of 
the resident voters of the ward must sign an 
independent candidate’s petition to have a 


name included in the list of candidates, and 
at the petition sosigned must be filed fifteen days 


before the election. Ratlidge filed his 
petition with four hundred signatures 
appended thereto in the City Clerk’s office 
Monday morning. Yesterday morning it was 
discovered by the clerks in examining the pe- 
tition that many names signed thereto were 
in the same style of handwriting. This caused 
an examination. 

Among the signatures appended to the pe- 
tition were those of Lieut. John Hartnett, No. 
550 Polk street, and Officer James J. Hart- 
fort, No. 234 Noble street. Both officers are 
from the Desplaines Street Station and are 
voters in the Eleventh Ward. Both 
officers were summcned by messenger 
to appear in the City Clerk’s office. 
Lieut. Hartnett could not be found, but 
Officer Hartfort returned with the messenger, 
and on being shown the petition pronounced 
his signature a forgery. Lieut. Hartnett’s 
signature he said he knew well, ana his signa- 
ture to the petition was also a forgery. 

The names of five voters of the Tiernan fam- 
ily, No. 154 North Ada street, were written in 
the same handwriting as the Lientenant's sig- 
nature, and were found on examination to be 
also forgeries. Hartfort and Hartnett said 
that they had never seen the petition until 
shown it in the City Clerk’s office or author- 
jzed any one to add their names thereto at 
any time.

—Begging for Shelter. 

„They have turned me out of home and 
I’m dying. Won't you please take me in and 
give me a bed to lie on?“ Such were the 
words spoken to Mrs. G. S. Middleton at No. 
179 Twenty-second street yesterday forenoon 
by an aged and trembling woman. the inother 
of William E. Norris, a cook at the Chicago 
Oyster-House.

appearance of all attracted the attention of, 


the passers-by, and a compatriot who learned 
their story took them to the West North Ave- 
nue Police Staton, whence they were trans- 
fered to West Chicago avenue, 

An interpreter succeeded in extracting some 
tacts which appear to show conclusively that 
if the Immigration Commissioners had done 
their work properly the whole party 
would have been shipped back to 
Poland. Their names are Victor Vicentuske, 
Wineik Jan, Anela Papcruk, Studnas Franc- 
zeska, and Leopold Kalerowski. They are all 
farm hands and come from near Cracow. 
Jan’s father paid his passage money. Where 
the funds came from to ship the others to this 
country they themselves did not know. 
They were provided with tickets to 
Chicago and put on board ship.

The Murphysboro of Today. 

But Murphysboro of today and Murphys- 
boro of ten years ago are in strange contrast, 
The old town was primitive, the estray law, 
thoroughly despised by the Egyptians, was 
never improved, the cows and the pigs lay 
down on the sidewalks of the streets off the 
square. There were no improvements to 
speak of, no new buildings or residences, A 
fow years ago Murphysboro began putting on 
frills and scallops. Additions were built tu 
the court-house and stone pavements took the 
places of.the old board and brick affairs, 
which made pedestrianism at night rather dan- 
gerous. Fine store rooms were built, coal 
properties developed, an electric light plant 
was erected, and a great system of water- 
works and drainage laid. Two ice factories 
were put in operation and a brewery bigger 
than all outdoors is going up. To cap the 
climax, an electric railroad will be laid early 
this spring. . 
Its residents 
look enterprising; they move about nimbly 
and briskly. The town is sail.ing right along. 
Subdivision after subdivision has been thrown 
on the market, always finding purchasers in 
abundance, Dickey Wilds says, and Dickey 
Wilds is a truthful man, he thmks Murphys- 
boro will be pretty near as big as Chicago in 
due course of time. Few of the old institu- 
tiuns of twenty years ago remain. The old 
poker game, 25-cent ante, with a $2 limit, is a 
thing of the past.

THE WISCONSIN GERRYMANDER UPSET. 
The Supreme Court of Wisconsin has de- 
cided unanimously that the gerrymandering 
apportionment passed by the present Demo- 
cratic Legislature for the purpose of keeping 
the control of that body in the hands of that 


party is in violation of constitutional require- 


ments and is null and void. No one can say 


. that this decision is a partisan one, for of the 


five Judges three are Democrats and two are 
Republicans. 

This decision is of special importance be- 
cause it is the first involving the power of the 
judiciary to review the action of the Legisla- 
ture in a matter supposed to be as peculiarly 
its own as the making of an apportionment. 
It was claimed by those interested in the 
maintenance of the law that the Supreme 
Court had no jurisdiction whatever; that the 
power of the Legislature was absolute, and 
that the only appeal from it lay to the people. 
The Wisconsin Supreme Court has determined 
otherwise and has decided that no community 
can be deprived of the right of equal repre- 
sentation, and that a temporary and accidental 
majority cannot make an apportionment 
which will keep it in power after it becomes a 
minority. 

One of the gerrymandering devices of the 
Legislature was to take a county which gave 
a slight Republican majority and tack on to it 
half a dosen towns from un adjoining county 
which gave a good Democratic majority and 
thus make a safe Democratic district. If any 
Democratic towns were left in the dismem- 
bered county they were used to make Demo- 
cratic majorities in another district. The 
court holds that this practice, of which there 
are many itistances, is illegal. It says that 
the county is the primary territorial unit, and 
while two or more may be thrown together in 
one district there can be no dismemberment. 

That part of the decision is of more impor- 
tance, however, which says that there must 
be no material and unnecessary inequality of 
representation in proportion to population.“ 
The friends of the gerrymander have insisted 
that if there should be an inequality—even a 
great one—the courts could not intervene; 
that the Legislature was the sole judge on this 
point; and that if it gave a third of the State 
the power to elect two-thirds of the members 
of the Legislature the only remedy was to 
elect a Legislature to repeal the law. The 
court paid no attention to that reasoning and 
claimed the right to act when it saw what it 
believed to be a material and unnecessary in- 
equality, referring specially to the case of two 
districts of about equal population, one of 
which is given three members, while the other 
has but one. 

This action of the Supreme Court makes it 
necessary for the Governor to call a special 
session of the Legislature to make a new ap- 
portionment, which must be free from the 
sins of the one which has been declared null 
and void and which will give the majority of 
the voters the power to elect a majority of the 
members of the Legislature. The Demdcrats 
were confident that their gerrymander would 
give them the next Legislature and a United 
States Senator. Those bright hopes have 
fled, 


CONFESSIONS OF UTTER IGNORANCE. 

The only Chicago paper which ventures to 
make a specific defense of the policy of the 
majority of the members of the Drainage 
Board and its chief engineer says that there 
are three reasons why the drainage chanfel 
should be cut through the rock with a capacity 
of 600,000 cubic feet per minute. 

The first is that a 300,000-foot channel would 
not be big enough, for the storm waters of the 
Desplaines would, during freshets, back the 
sewage-laden waters of the drainage channel 
into the lake. The utter absurdity of this has 
been pointed out again and again. While the 
Desplaines floods would once in five years 
check the flow through the drainage channel 
no sewage would be carried into the lake. But 
if a 600,000-foot channel were constructed and 
600,000 cubic feet of Lake Michigan water 
turned into it, then when the Desplaines went 
on the rampage there would not be room in 
the rock-cut for its waters and for those from 
the lake, and there would be just as much 
backing of water and just as much forcing of 
sewage into the lake as in the case of the 300,- 
000-foot channel. 

The second reason is that presently the 
population of the district will be so large that 
a dilution of 600,000 cubic feet will be needed 
and there should be a channel in readiness 
for it. The answer to that is that the 300,000- 
foot dilution will be enough for the present 
generation at least. If the next wants more 
or needs more it can pay for it. 

The third reason is that the Illinois River 


eral Government and that then, under the law, 
600,000 cubie feet will have to be furnished by 
the Drainage District. The General Govern- 
ment never will improve navigation in the 
Illinois Valley this side of La Salle, except by 
the construction of a canal with not over 
eight feet of water. If it does do that it will 
begin by stipulating that this city must not 
attempt to pour 600,000 cubic feet into any 
canal it builds, 

Here ate three reasons for a 600,000. foot 
channel, two of them based on the assump- 
tion that that quantity of water will have to 
be drawn from the lake. But not a syllable 
of information is volunteered as to the way in 
which the 600,000 feet of lake water are to be 
got into the drainage channel. Tue Txrisunxe 
says it cannot be done under the present law. 
It has dared this particular Cooley paper and 
others to show that it could be done. Not 
one of them has ventured to reply. They 
cannot. But as this excessive quautity of 
water cannot be supplied, what is the use of 
the double-capacity channel? If the Legisla-

The e 2. — organ is dissatisfied 
with the fact that the only Aldermen thus far 
favored with indictments are Democrats, and 
asks Why true bills have not been returned 
egainst Republican Aldermanic boodlers, and 
also against the givers of bribes, whom, it al- 
leges—how justly cannot be told, since it 
gives no names—to be Republicans.

Let us have the whole truth, not so much of it 
only as may suit a Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and while the war is on against the scoun- 
drels who take bribes let there be attack also 
upon the scoundrels who give bribes. The statute 
treats both alike. Let the State’s-Attorney do 
the same. Introduce, as seems thus far to have 
been done, the element of partisan politics, and a 
promising prosecution must inevitably fall to the 
ground tothe great encouragement of corrup- 
tion in public life, 

Let there be a fair field and no favors. If any- 
body is to escape let it be the lesser fry. 

It is difficult to see why this note of discord 
should be sounded at this time, when the in- 
vestigations of the grand jury have just begun. 
Remarks like the above should, if made at all, 
be postponed till the first Saturday of next 
month, when the grand jury will hand in its 
final report. 

No one will deny that there are boodlers in 
the Council who were elected as Republicans. 
It is the sincere hope of every member of that 
party that they will be sent to Joliet. The ex- 
perience of this city for the last quarter of a 
century has been that dishonesty existed 
among Republican, Democratic, Reform, and 
Independent Aldermen. No party label is a 
guaranty of honesty. There is also a unani- 
mous desire that the men who have bought 
ordinandes should be punished irrespective of 
their politics. They, too, belong to all par- 
ties. No one monopolizes them. But it 1s 
harder to get at them, since they act through 
agents generally, and do not take a direct per- 
sonal part in this trafficking. It is also diffi- 
cult to get at the leading high-priced boodlers 
in the Council, because they manage matters 
with more dexterity than the small fry. 
Nothing is more natural than that those first 
indicted should be mainly those who have not 
been credited with the possession of much 
boodhng ability. 

Tun Tammo thinks the senior organ 
should be pleased with the fact that so much 
progress has been nade in so short a time. 
In view of that progress this paper believes 
that many more indictments will be returned 
before the end of the month covering bribe- 
givers as well as bribe-takers, and Republican 
as well as Democratic Alderman. 

The attack on the State’s-Attorney is un- 
called for, because the investigation is not one 
of his startimg. Evidence was laid before 
him by certain papers—Democratic and Re- 
publican—and on that he proceeded. The 
chief witness, as far as known, is a Democrat- 
ic Alderman. Ifhe has points against his 
Republican colleagues he will give them. The 
truth is that there 1s no politics in the pend- 
ing investigation and no wish on the part of 
any one to make any political capital out of 
it. The sole aim is to punish boodling, wher- 
ever found. No one is surprised when Will- 
iam J. O’Brien, one of the indicted seven, 
says: 

Well, you know what politics is. I’m an Alder- 
man, a Democratic Alderman from the Sixth 
Ward. Weare coming on toward election time, 
and I have some friends whom 1 would like to 
see elected. Their enemies and mine meant to 
got them and me out of the way to elect Repub- 
lican Aldermen. It is simply a political scheme 
intended to ruin my political career, and inci- 


dentally to hurt the party to which I belong. 
That is all. 


That is the best answer the Alderman can 
make. It is a little surprising, however, that 
a Chicago paper should begin to sing the same 
song. It is in bad company. 


PURGE THE REGISTRIES. 

Registration for the forthcoming municipal 
election was completed yesterday. No more 
names can be added to the lists, but many 
must be stricken from them. This is especially 
the case in what may be called the tough and 
transient precincts of the First, Eighteenth, 
end Twenty-fourth Wards. Thousands of 
those who resided in the precincts referred to 
last fall and who were registered there then 
have since moved away. Their names should 
be stricken from the lists.- If they are not 
the tough candidstes may be able to induce 
men to vote in their names. Then again 
there is every reason to believe that hundreds 
of names of persons not entitled tu vote were 
put on the registry yesterday in the interest 
of the boodle candidates for Aldermen. Such 
names also ought to be stricken from the lists. 
Whether they are or nut depends on the dih- 
gence, capacity, and integrity of the 
election clerks. The most important 
duty of purging the lists practically 
devolves on them. The law provides that to- 
day and tomorrow the two clerks shall go to- 
gether and canvass their respective precincts, 
calling at each dwelling-place or each house 
where any one may reside in such precinct 
and each dweiling-place as indicated upon the 
lists, and ascertain the name of every male 
inhabitant over 21 years of age residing in 
such previnct, and if they shall find that any 
person upon their lists of registered voters 
does not reside therein they shall make a note 
of the fact, with a view of sending a sus- 
pect notice to the same, calling upon the per- 
son named to call and make good his claim 
before the Registry Board at its meeting Sat- 
urday. In making this canvass the clerks are 
entitled to police protection, as the law pro- 
vides for it under penalty against the officer 
refusing. If persons residing at the places re- 
ferred to should refuse information to the 
clerks acting as canvassers such persons 
would be also subject to punishment for mis- 
demeanor. In fact, the law clothes the clerks 
with all the authority necessary to make the 
canvass thorough and complete. 

The law further imposes on the clerks, after 
the canvass is completed, the duty of sending 
a notice through the mail, duly stamped, to 
all those against whose names they have made 
across or check-mark, indicating that they 
did not reside in such place as before stated, 
and also to the address of all persons against 
whose names the Registry Board or judge of 
election has placed a check-mark or cross, in- 
dicating doubt, which would require such per- 
son to appear before the Board of Registry 
upon the Saturday following, giving the time 
of such session, aud to show cause why his 
name should not be erased from such registry. 

The notices must be sent through the mail 
hot later than 10 o’clock Friday morning. 
Notices must be served on the suspects per- 
sonally or left at the places designated as 
their residences. Those who fail to appear 
before the Registry Board Saturday and 
those who fail to make good their claims 
under the law must be stricken from the lists. 

It must be admitted that the duties devolv- 
ing on the clerks are onerous, and that the 
time in which they must be performed is

THE NEW YORE SOCIETY SCANDAL. 

Mr. Ward MeAllister's 400“ are aw ait ing 
with consuming interest the arrival of the 
steamer Majestic, which is due today. It is 
bringing the heroes, dead or alive, of one of 
the most delectable scandals New York’s 
upper ten have had for a lung time, though to 
society outside of that upper ten it will ap- 
pear as the silliest farce ever yet played by 
that class of idle and dissolute millionaire 
continental American tramps which furnish 
so much of this sort of unsavory pabulum foe 
the public enjoyment. 

The actors in this farce are H. A. 8 
son of Samuel Borrowe, Vice-President of the 
Equitable Life Insurance company; Mr. J. 
Coleman Drayton, a prominent ex-Philadel- 
phian, highly related, and Mrs. Drayton, third 
duughter of Mr. and Mrs. William Astor, 
around whom the 400 revolve in their eccentric 
orbit. Gossip has long connected the names 
of Mr. Borrowe and Mrs. Drayton and Mr. 
Drayton’s suspicions at last became so well 
founded that when he and his wife decided 
last fall to go to Europe they. agreed upon a 
formal separation of a unique g¢ r. 
They were to go as man and wife, but once 
across their paths were to separate. In the 
meantime Mrs. Drayton placed her fortune 
in the hands of her lawyer, who was to pay 
her an annuity of $30,000 upon certain con- 
ditions. If she kept her agreement not to re- 
new her intimacy with her paramour, Borrowe, 
the money would be paid. If on the other 
hand she violated the agreement, then Mr. 
Drayton was to have ‘the custody of the chil- 
dren and one-half the income of the money 
held by his wife’s lawyer. ‘They went to 
Europe together. Borrowe followed them 
and before Mrs. Drayton had been in London 
a weex Drayton had ample proof she had 
violated her promise. He thereupon took the 
children and drew for his part of the annuity. 
Shortly afterwards the two men met and, in- 
stead of adopting the summary policy of Mr. 
Deacon, he challenged Borrowe to fight a 
duel, An elaborate correspondence followed 
and as the two bloodthirsty principals could 
not agree upon anything Borrowe turned 
over the correspondence to a French court of 
honor, which in due time decided that Bor- 
rowe could not accept a challenge from Dray- 
ton, as the latter had put himself outside the 
pale by condoning his wife’s offenses and ac- 
cepting money from the Astor estate. Bor- 
rowe evidently had the advantage. He not 
only managed to avoid a duel, but he placed. 
Drayton in the réle of offending party and no 
gentleman, established his own gentlemanly 
() qualities, and meanwhile was free to pur- 
sue his liaison with Mrs. Drayton. 

This is not the end of the matter, however. 
When Drayton found he could not obtain sat- 
isfaction from Borrowe he engaged passage 
on the steamer Majestic for New York. For 
some reason not yet clearly apparent Borrowe 
engaged passage on the same steamer, leaving 
Mrs, Drayton living in Mayfair, London, the 
rest of the Astors being in Paris. The steamer 
is due today. This explains the frantic ex- 
citement of New York society. Its gilded 
youths and howling swells are preparing to go 
down the bay and meet the steamer, the 
friends of the respective principals taking 
different tugs and keeping at a proper dis- 
tance from each other, They are frantically 
busy: with speculations. Some think there 
has been a duel on board ship, and one may 
be wounded, or both may be wounded, or both 
may be dead, or one may be dead. Will one 
or both be alive or dead is the question that 
agitates them. Is the Majestic bearing in its 
baggage-room one gory corpse or possibly 
two gory corpses? Or, what is most likely, 
are both the heroes alive and well, not speak- 
ing to each other as they pass by, however, 
and waiting. until they get to this country to 
lay their cases respectively before society and 
have them definitely settled by its arbiter, 
Mr. McAllister, whose burden of responsibili- 
ty just now is a heavy one? 

The outcome of this silly business is what 
might have been expected. Mr. Drayton, 
when he married, was a man without an occu- 
pation and with sufficient money to obviate 
the necessity of work. Mrs. Drayton, being 
an Astor, it is needless. to say had plenty of 
money and nothing to do. She was fond of 
society and male attentions. He cared little 
for society. He was quiet. She was gay in 
her tastes. Out of this dissimilarity grew dis- 
agreements and disputes. The breach con- 
tinually widened. Having nothmg to do, ex- 
cept to follow the gay rounds of society, Mrs, 
Drayton sought to recuperate from its pros- 
tration with drugs and stimulants, and now 
her friends claim that when she formed the 
intimacy with Borrowe she was in such a state 
of physical and mental derangement that she 
cannot be held accountable for her acts. Be 
this as it may, she pursued her liaison with 


Borrowe in the most open and shameless man- 


ner during Drayton's absences, even servants 
and coachmen, it is said, being aware of it 
and treating her with public disrespect, be- 
cause they knew she did not dare to discharge 
them.

English Postoffice Telephone—Wearing the 
Shamrock—Irish Kducation Bill. 

Loypon, March 22.—In the House of Com- 
mons today the Rt.-Hon. Sir James Fergusson, 
Postmaster-General, in opposing a private 
bill for the establishment of a new telephone 
company, announced that the government 
would promote a measure placing the Tele- 
phone Trunk line in the hands of the Post- 
office Department, which would place the 
present telephone system in alliance with 
trunk lines. 

In reply to a question put to the govern- 
ment the Rt.-Hon. Edward Stanhope, Secre- 
tary of State for War, stated that 
he had telegraphed for information 
regarding the punishment of soldiers at Alder- 
shot for wearing the shamrock on St. Patrick’s 
day when they were in undress uniform. Mr. 
John MacNeill (McCarthyite), member for 
South Donegal, remarked that the late Duke 
of Clarence and Avondale, who was a Major in 
the Tenth Hussats, had worn the shamrock 
when he was in full dress uniform. Mr. Pat- 
rick O’Brien (Parnellite), member for North 
Monaghan, stated that the Eari of Zetland had 
worn the shamrock on St. Patrick’s day. 

Speaking on the Irish Education bill Mr. 
Thomas Sexton (McCarthyite), member for 
West Belfast, contended that Ireland ought 
to have a grant of £300,000 instead of £200,000 
as proposed in the bill. He urged the claims 
of the Christian Brothers to be included in the 
benefits to be conferred by the measure. The 
Christian Brothers, he said, were the pioneers 
of primary education. Mr. Sexton concluded 
by declaring that he relied upon the govern- 
ment to give its assent in committee to 
amendments providing for an increase in the 
amount of the grant and for the inclusion of 
the Christian Brothers in the benefits held out 
in the bill.

TRIED TO BURN THE BURGOMASTER. 


Peasants in Northern Hungary Attempted 
Revenge for Fancied Wrongs. 

Bupa Pesta, March 22.—The distress which 
prevails in Northern Hungary continues to 
grow in intensity. The government has taken 
measures to aid the sufferers, but there is 
much discontent, which has more than once 
resulted in acts of lawlessness, The latest in- 
stance of riotous conduct comes from Orecho, 
in Northern Hungary, where a number of 
peasants thought they ad been badly treated 
in the distribution of relief.

Some 
further disturbance was reported at Rat 
Portage last night, but at all other points, as 
far as can be ascertained, everything was 
quiet, At Fort William there has been very 
little trouble and the yard staff, which had 
gone out with the striking trainmen, have 
nearly all returned to work.

WHAT MADE THE ADVANCE IN SUGAR. 


Some Say Spreckels Has Gone into the 
Trust—Others That the Demand Is Heavy. 
The recent advance in granulated sugar and 

the firm prices that are now ruling the market 
are looked upon by some of the trade as a 
partial confirmation of the report that the 
Spreckels refinery in Philadelphia has been 
secured by the trust. Anyhow, it is affirmed 
by a number of jobbeis that there is an ar- 
rangement between Mr. Spreckels and the 
trust management by which prices are main- 
tained, and that it 1s only a question of time 
when closer relations will be arranged. 
. Granulated is now selling at 4% cents in 
New York, which, it is said, gives the refiner 
a fair protit. This, refiners declare, is more 
than they were making before the advance. 
Forsome time competition had forced them 
to sell at a loss and this fact is said to have 
had great weight in bringing about a combi- 
nation of interests. That prices will be ad- 
vanced is generally conceded by the wholesale 
grocers, but there isa limit. German graru- 
lated can be laid down in New York at 4% 
cents today, duty paid. The trust price in 
New York is 4 cents, but in the face of this 
our sugar easily commands a premium of \¢ 
ofacent a pound on account of color and 
quality. New York refiners can get 4½ cents, 
which is equal to 4% cents in Chicago. So 
at present there is nothmg to prevent 
granulated from going up to the latter figure 
in this city, provided refiners combine to ad- 
vance it to that extent. Inside of thirty days 
they could be advanced still higher, as it takes 
about that time to bring the foreign article 
in. It is not likely, however, that it will be 
received in large quantities, as the importa- 
tion has not been a success at the present 
duty, which is six-tenths of a cent a pound.

ARE OPPOSED TO CATALOGUE TRADE, 


A New Organization of Retailers Formed 
to Suppress the Evil. 

Papers of incorporation have been filed and 
a license has been granted to America's As- 
sociation of Retailers,“ a stock company cap- 
italized at $1,000,000 and intending to publish 
a journal devoted to the interests of the retail 
trade generally and of wholesale dealers and 
manufacturers. The incorporators are Sam- 
uel D. King, C. B. Holmes, M. C. Hampton. 
and George A. Brock. Mr. King was seen ges- 
terday and said: 

“ The new association is formed chiefly for 
the purpose of securing thé codperation of 
retailers in suppressing what is known as the 
catalogue-trade system. Men, without a dol- 
lar invested in a stock, issue catalogues and 
furnish goods at lower prices than retailers 
can afford to, after paying rent and meeting 
other necessary business expenses, These 
men, with nothing more than desk room, go 
to a wholesale house and say: ‘ We are doing 
a catalogue business and have an order for a 
baby carriage which we will sell at an ad- 
vance of 5 per cent over your prices.’ The 
wholesale men furnish them in this way, be- 
cause they know very well that the catalogue 
men would have no difficulty in obtaining the 
goods elsewhere in case of their refusal. 

In consequence of this system ‘the retail 
trade gencrally is depressed. Now, wholesale 
men and manufacturers are opposed to this 
catalogue plan, and will unite readily with 
retailers in their efforts to suppress it. It is 
‘desired to scatter stock in this company as 
widely as possible among retailers, and thus 
get them mutually interested in the move- 
ment. It is also hoped that not only American 
retailers will fall into line, but all those who 
are in any way interested in our markets. 
For this reasun the company was capitalized 
at 000, as the laws of this State do not 
allow any stock to be issued of a value less than 
$10. A few more details of organizatson have 
yet to be attended to before the journal will

TRIAL OF DRS. M ADAMS AND BOE.

INDIANA ECONOMIC STATISTICS, 


County Expenses Show a General Decline— 
Road and Bridge Figures. 

InprANAPoLIsS, Ind., March 22.—[ Special. |— 
State Statistician Peelle today completed his 
compilation of Indiana’s economic statistics. 
One of the most interesting items is that of 
county expenses. The aggregate expenses. of 
the several counties of the State for the year 
ending May 31, 1891, show a slight decrease 
when compared with similar data for 1889 and 
1890. In 1889 the expense aggregated 86,967, 
907, and in 1890 56,906,079, while in 1891 the 
total reached $6,786,013, a difference of $191,- 
894 when compared with 1889, and of $120,066 
when compared with 1890, 

Roads and highways cost the people of the 
State $178,572 in 1890, while this item of ex- 
pense was reduced in 1891 to 5104, 860. 

In the buildmg and repair of bridges the 
ditference in favor of 1891 is in excess of $100,- 
000 and other differences equally as marked 
will be found throughout the tables. 


BRADEN’S LAW WILL AID SCHOOLS. 


Under Its Terms Minnesota Shares the 
Iron Lands Profits. 

Sr. Paun, Mmn., March 22.—When W. W. 
Braden was State Auditor of Minnesota he 
drew a bill for the protection of the school fund 
of the State. There were many indications 
that iron would be found in paying quantities 
in the Mesaba range, as well as on the Ver- 
million. The bill became a law, providing 
that the State lease the iron lands at $25 per 
lease, execute a contract for exploration at 
$100 per year, and accept a royalty on all ores 
mined at 25 cents per ton. The State had an 
early provision that Secs. 16 and 36 in 
every township of the State should be reserved 
for school purposes. These lands have been 
sold and the funds now amount to over 
$9,000,000, 

There are upwards of 100,000 acres of min- 
eral lands, One mine on leased ground on 
the Mesaba will yield enough ore in the next 
year and a half to provide $100,000 for the 
school fund, The State is likely to reap mill- 
ions of dollars from its iron property, all of 
which will go into the school fund.

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MR. YERKES MEETS THE WEST DI- 
. VISLON STCCKHOLDERS. 


He Smooths Out the Three Singular Deals 
by Which the Sires for the Street-Car 
Company’s Power-Houses Were Ob- 
tained by Declaring in Effect That He 
Was Working Against the Interests of 
the Bondholders—Whitewashing Reso- 
lutions Adopted. 


Charles T. Yerkes held a session in the West 
Chicago Street railroad company's office build- 
ing yesterday afternoon for the benefit of 
stockholders who were interested in learning 
by what methed the company came into pos- 
session of three certain pieces of real estate 
and the power-houses which were afterwards 
built upon them. The meeting was held on 
an invitation extended through one of the 
evening newspapers by Mr. Yerkes; in com- 
pliance with what he chooses to call a regu- 
larly carried out policy of allowing stock- 
holders to get an inside view of the workings 
of the company when oecasion demands it. 

Fifteen stockholders or their legal repre- 
sentatives were present to hear Mr. Yerkes’ 
reply to the specific charges made by Tun 
Tathuxn of Monday. Among them were Nel- 
son Thomasson, A. K. A. Hutchinson, James 
Walsh, William V. Baker, H. A. Hurlbut, 
John Buehler, Charles C. Adsit, Benjamin B. 
Lamb, John I. Irvin, and G. C. Nilson. J. G. 
Johnson represented Dr. Doherty. Mr. 
Yerkes’ limitation excluded the holders of the 
street railroad bonds. who are just as much 
interested in the way Mr. Yerkes handles the 
securities of the company as are the stock- 
holders themselves. Newspaper men were 
also barred, as Mr. Yerkes seems to prefer his 
statements to get to-the public second hand. 

It was some time after the appointed hour 
that the explanations were begun. In the 
meantime Mr. Yerkes, seated upon his revolv- 
ing, leather-padded chair before his oak desk, 
entertained his visitors as best he eould. At 
2:80 o’clock enough people had assembled to 
warrant the beginning of proceedings, and the 
explanation was accordingly opened. 

Mr. Yerkes began by relating the difficulties 
which Mr, Hurlbut experienced in buying up 
the small pieces of property that, afterwards 
united, went to make up the sites upon which 
the power-houses were built. He also took oc- 
casion to pay an eloquent eulogy to his real- 


estate ent’s shrewdness and  tire- 
lessness in bring! about a long 
series of transactions. When the 


real estate finally came into Mr. Hurlbut’s 
hands, he continued, it became n to 
decide whether or not the property should be 
allowed to come into the control of the com- 
pany unincumbered and so become subject to 
the lien of the bondholders’ mortgage. In 
such a case, explained Mr. Yerkes, the cost of 
the property as well as the improvements 
made upon it would have to come directly out 
of the earnings of the company. The plan de- 
cided upon was to act in the interest of the 
stockholders instead of the bondholders, on 
the ground that the bondholders had ample 
security in the $4,100,000 securities which were 
in their possession. Such a policy would not 
affect the dividends of the company and would 
add more equipment with which to obtain the 
regular stipend issued to the owners of the 
stocks, ‘ 
Stockholders Above Bondholders, 


Mr. Yerkes proved himself to be fully as 


shrewd in mane explanations as he was in 
manipulating real estate. He made the flat 
statement that his policy was to oporate the 
road in such a way as not to add another dol- 
lar to the security of the bondholders. His 
listeners were all stockholders, and they liked 
to hear of the efforts of the President in their 
bebalf. Had the bondholders beer present a 
radically different opinion would have pre- 
vailed. Nevertheless the fact still remains 
that after first giving bondholders a mortgage 
for their securities, which expressly provide 
that all property afterwards acquired shall be 
subject to its lien, Mr. Yerkes acknowledged 
that he deliberately set about in the real es- 
tate transactions to defeat the provisions 
of the 1 which he had previously 
given for the bondholders’ protection by keep- 
ing the three pieces of real estate from adding 
to the security, to which added security they 
were plainly entitled according to the terms 
of the mortgage. 

Mr. Yerkes continued by saymg that the 
company built the power-houses and put in 
the mnachinery, and that was all there was to 
be said on the subject. 

When Mr. Yerkes’ explanation was ended 
there was a pause and J. G. Johnson, who was 
representing Dr. Doherty, asked if there was 
any objection to his asking a question. Upon 
being assured by Mr. Yerkes that he had full 
permission Mr. Johnson said: 

Did I understand you to say that the com- 

put in the improvements?”

Dodging a Pertinent Question. 

„Now, Mr. Verkes, continued Mr. Jobn-

I'm not here to answer your 
questions, I know you pretend to represent a 
man who holds a small amount of stock, but 
I have my own ideas as to your intentions.“ 

Somebody suggested that perhaps the $130,- 
000 and $170,000 considerations answered the. 
pur of vouchers. 

„Does Mr. Yerkes himself say that this is 
the explanation?“ asked Mr, Johnson.

But Mr. Johnson was unable to understand 
why, if the company did not have a cent in 
the property except the cost of the building— 
which according to Mr. Yerkes’ theory on the 
$130,000 deal would only be $70,000—the com- 
pany would need a $130,000 voucher to offset 
a $70,000 expenditure. Mr. Yerkes had tied 
himself up to the voucher ry. 

There seemed to be no chance of Mr. Yerkes 
answering the last question, so Mr. Johnson 
left the meeting. Before he had reached the 
sidewalk, however, one of the stockholders 
called him back and informed him that Mr. 
Yerkes hau signified his willingness to auswer 
the question. 

Then came the answer from Mr. Yerkes. 
He said that the voucher theory was all right. 
The consideration in a really amounted 
to nothing. It might just as well have been 
placed at $1,000,000 as $130,000.

SHE WANTS $10,000 FROM HER 
RECENT PROSECUTORS. 


Edward C. Miles, Alfred P. and Frederick 
M. Williams, and Dr. William L. Noble 
Are Made the Defendants—Jennie Moore 
Is an Alleged Spirituslist and She Was 
Arrested for Giving a Seance Without a

Jennie Moore, who has gained so much no- 

toriety of late as an alleged spirit medium, 
sued the men yesterday who broke up her 
Sunday night meeting some weeks ago for 
$10,000 damages.

SMOKE-PREVENTING DEVICE ON 
EASTERN RAILROADS, 


Claims Made That It Does Its Work Effect- 
ually~The Mechanism Complicated and 
Requiring Great Care and Attention on 
the Part of the Engineer and Fireman— 
An Explanation of the Patent and Its 
Workings as Applied te Locomotives— 
Where It Is Being Used. 

There is a smoke-preventing device in use 
on the New York Central and Hudson River 
and the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroads that but for being complicated would 
appear to do its work well, if the claims made 
in its behalf are true. It is made by the 
Railway Combustion company of Norwalk, 
Conn. A serious objection to it is that it re- 
quires great care and attention on the part of

the engineer and fireman. It is true, as the 
owners of the device claim, that a fireman by 
> handling a s. oke-preventing device properly 
and studying the principles of combustion 
“willsoon become something more than a 
mere shoveler of coal, and will save himself 
the labor uf handling from half a ton to a ton 
and a half of coal per day.” But few care to 
take the trouble. 

This furnace construction consists in the 
first place of a circulating water bridge con- 
necting the front water leg of the boiler be- 
low the tubes with the back water leg over the 
door. The fire-bed is under this bridge. The 
distilled gases rise from the fuel through an 
opening in the bridge to a chamber above 
where combustion continues, The fire-box is 
thus divided into an upper and a lower part, 
the solid fuel burning below, the gases mostly 
above. Between these parts run two plates of 
iron forming a vessel holding water, which is 
thus exposed to heat on both sides. It is 
claimed that a sheet of water of the full ca- 
pacity of the bridge circulates rapidly and 
continuously from the front to the back water

Above the 1 is a slidmg valve door 
which respouds aftomatically to the opera- 
tion of the exhaust by supplying air neces- 
sary to burn the gases rising from the lower 
part of the fire-box. This arrangement is de- 
vised for the purpose of 2 the ex- 
haust from drawmg fire. A vertical 
sliding plate diaphragm is placed in front of

jet is placed in the smokestack and opened 
automatically when the throttle is closed, so 
as to take the place of the exhaust, which is 
in operation when the engine is running.

When this device is applied to engines not 
being newly constructed or requiring new fire- 
boxes the water bridge is omitted, but a ~ae 
and air — 1s introduced over the doors, the 
jet pi being perforated with a large number 
of minute holes, scattering the air and mix- 
ing it thoroughly with the gases distilled from 
the coal. In this case the device does not dif- 
fer materially from the ordinary steam jet 
burner, with the addition, hewever, of the 
automatic valve door. 


SOLDIERS FOR THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Gen. Miles Said to Have Effected the Trans- 
fer of Important Troops. 

Gen. Miles will reach Chicago from Wash- 
ington tomorrow. He has been in consulta- 
tion with the officials of the War Department 
for over a week relative to important trans- 
fers of troops from various posts. It is be- 
lieved he has succeeded in inducing the de- 
partment to advance several large bodies of 
troops to posts nearer Chicago in order that 
these soldiers may be available at the dedi- 
catory services of the World’s Fair. In addi- 
tion to this he has secured the issuance of an 
order for the tranfer of four troops of cavalry 
to Fort Sheridan June next. Two of these 
troops are Indians who have been enlisted in 
the service. 

Gen. Miles next week will have a ome talk 
with the Indian chiefs now at Fort S an 
relative to their present attitude toward the 
Messiah. If the General learns that they are 
still imbued with the Messiah craze, in all 
probability they will be kept prisoners until 
the summer opens. It is not believed, how- 
ever that there 1s any great excitement among 
the tribes on the various reservations, and 
next month may see the chiefs restored to 
their people. Close watch of their move- 
ments, however, will be kept.

Abner Taylor Against the Bill. 

Mr. Taylor then offered an amendment that 
all pensions shall be paid in gold. In ad- 
dressing himself to the bill, he said that he 
represented the only party that was opposed 
to this measure—the Republican party. He 
admired the Democratic party for the facility 
with which it could get on both siles of a 
question. He denied the right of the gentle- 
man from Massachusetts (Mr. Williams) to 
speak for the Republican party or for the 
minority of the committee on coinage weights 
-and measures, When.the bill reached the other 
end of the capitol and was up for a vote, 
the gentleman who would probably be nom 
inated in Chicago. (Hill) vould eonveniently 
be in the cloak-room or out on an excursion. 
Then the Democratic party would straddle the 
question. The gentleman from Missouri 
would tell his people that he was for free 
coinage and his mugwump friend from Massa- 
chusetts (Mr. Williams) would tell his people 
that he was against free coinage. Such was 
the facility with which the Democratic party 
got on both sides of a question. 

Mr. Lind of Minnesota, rising to a point of 
order, said that the gentleman from Illinois 
had referred to a colleague as a mugwump. 
He suggested that this was out of order ac- 
cording to the report of the Committee on 
Printing submitted yesterday. The Speaker 
protem. (Richardson) sustained the point of 
order, and Mr. Taylor acquiesced in the decis- 
ion. 

Continuing, Mr. Taylor said that the bill 
was designed to make 70 cents’ worth of sil- 
ver equaltoadollar. This would enable the 
wealthy class to pay its iaborers 70 cents’ 
worth of silver for a dollar’s worth of toil. 
If this measure was ever enacted into law it 
would have a greater effect upon the finances 
of the country than any bill that had ever 
been previously passed by Congress. He cdn= 
gratulated the House and the country that at 
last the intention of the framers of this bill 
had been discovered. The majority report 
showed conclusively that their purpose was to 
place this country on a silver basis and let it 
stand side by side with India, Mexico, and 
China. 

Representative Hopkins of IIlinois. 

Mr. Hopkins of Illinois said that if the De- 
monetization act had been a mistake that was 
no reason why this Congress should today re- 
monetize silver. The conditions of this coun- 
try were adjusted to a gold standard, and he 
knew of no greater calamity which could be- 
fall the country than that this bill in its pres- 
ent form should be enacted into law. The 
silver question was entirely a different ques- 


tion now from what it was in 
1873. The remonetization of silver 
would benefit only two _  classes—viz.: 


the rich silver mine owners and the bullion 
holders and speculators. During the last Con- 
gress it was demonstrated that it was a syndi+ 
cate of these mine owners which established a 
literary bureau in Washington and sought to 
create a sentiment in favor of the white metal. 
One of their stock arguments was that more 
was needed for business, 
owing to poor crops this 
argument found ready attention in. the 
west. He had taken pains to analyze this ar- 
gument. In 1 we had $15 per capita of 
money, and every one would admit that that 
was a prosperous business year, Since then 
there had been a great increase in the circu- 
lating medium, until we had more money per 
capita than England, rich- as it was. France 
was pointed to as a country with more money 
per capita, but France had no such bank- 
ing facilities as ours, and checks were 
almost unknown. We should take heed ofthe 
experience of the Argentine Republic, which 
had a set of statesmen of the same caliber as 
the Democratic free-coinage men. They be- 
lieved people could he made rich through the 
issue of money by the government. Finally 
they involved the country in ruin, brought 
down the Bari Bros., and precipita a 
crisis that involved nearly the whole world. 
In the course of his speech he said: 
that the free and unlimited coinage 
of diver woaba bring many beneficial results to 
the farming and laboring ciasses of this country, 
or would increase our circulating medium, is ut- 
terly witnout foundation.

DENIES JUDGE WOUDs’ ASSERTIONS, 


Senator Turple Flatly Contradicts His Re- 
ported Intimacy with the Jurist. 

Wasmxoron, D. C., March 22.—The cre- 
dentials of Mr. Walthall of Mississippi for 
the term beginning March 3, 1895, were pre- 
sented to tne Senate and placed on file. 

Mr. Turpie, rising to a personal explana- 
tion, sent to the Clerk’s desk and had read 
the newspaper report of an interview with 
Judge Woods of Indianapolis, in which Judge 
Woods spoke of Mr. Turpie (in his opposition 
to his confirmation) as playmg the part of a 
hypocrite—he (Mr. Turpie) having always 
borne himself toward him asa personal friend 
and having congratulated him on the Supreme 
Court decision in the “tally sheet case. 

Mr. Turpie said that interview was a mis- 
statement of the relations between himself 
and Judge Woods. He had never had any 

rsonal or social relations with Judge Woods. 

e had never called upon him socially or per- 
sonally. Hehad never called upon him for- 
mally, but always at his chambers in the Fed- 
eral Buiiding in the course of business in his 
court. There never had been the slightest 
personal difficulty between them or the least 
— intimacy. His attitude towards 

udge Woods had always been that of guard- 
ed courtesy, of due deference and civility, of 
pronounced neutrality, and of distinct, decid- 
ed indifference; The fact that he had always 
treated the. District Judge with the utmost 
professional kindness, courtesy, and decorum 
was no reason why he should have supported 
the Judge’s unfounded pretensions to promo- 
tion, or failed to denounce his official mal- 
feasance if opportunity offered therefor. 

As to that part of the article relating to the 
Coy case, he (Mr. Turpie) did have a casual 
conversation with Judge Woods, being at his 
chamber on other subjects. He had not con- 
gratulated Judge Woods on his ruling or 
conatruction in that case. He had not con- 
gratulated him on “our” construction 
of the statute, which had been up- 
held by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. He (Mr. Turpie) had made the first 
construction of the statute in the Coy case, in 
two arguments; it was his construction 
which Judge Woods had followed. The Judge 
had even borrowed his (Mr. Turmie’s) language 
and made it part of his opinion. After that 
opinion had been confirmed by the Supreme 
Court Judge Woods had abandoned this con- 
struction for another. 

Mississippi River Bill Passed. 

The bill to improve the navigation and to 
afford ease and safety to the trade and com- 
merce of the Mississippi River and to prevent 
destructive floods was then taken up. The 
committee amendments reducing the total 
8 from $16,000,000 to $15,000,000; 

ucing the’ annual expenditure under the 
bill from $3,333,000 to $2,000,000; reducing the 
amount fixed for that part of the river from 
the mouth of tHe Illinois to the mouth sf the 
Ohio from $6,000,000 to 
the annual expenditure from 
$2,000,000 to $1,000,000, were all greed to. Aft- 
erwards on motion of Mr. Allison the total 
appropriation was increased from $15,000,000 
to $18,750,000. The words “for the general 
improvement of the river and for the building 
of levees were struck out. An amendment 
was agreed to asigning $3,750,000 of the total 
amount to the improvement of the river be- 
tween the mouth of the Illinois and St. Paul, 
Minn., of which not more than $750,000 shall 
be expended during any one year. An amend- 
ment by Mr. Morgan to insert the woras of 
the navigation of the Mississippi River“ was 
also agreed to, 
The bill was then passed—yeas, 48; nays, 5 
(Messrs. Call, Kyle, Perkins, Pugh, and 
Vance). It appropriates $18,750,000 for the 
improvement of the Mississippi River; where- 
of $10,000,000 is to be expended under the di- 
rection of the Secretary of War,in accord- 
ance with the plans of the Mississippi River 
Commission, from the head of the passes to 
the mouth of the Ohio; $3,750,000 from the 
mouth of the Illinois River to St. Paul, Minn. ;

GREEN-GOODS AND TARIFF REFORM. 


Circulars Advertising the One Aldo Con- 
tain Bssays on the Other. 

Wasuteton, D. C., March 22,—| Special. ]— 
There is a close connection between De- 
mocracy and green-goods men. Both depend 
for success on fooling some one. Just now 
the question is whether the Democratic Na- 
tional committee is usi the green-goods 
method to promulgate tariff reform or whether 
the green-goods swindlers are counting on 
partisanship to swell their list of victims. 
Within the last few weeks there has been a 
large increase in the number of “suckers” 


who have been heard figm.in New York City 


hunting up the green goods. During the same 
time the Secret Service and the Postoffice 
Departments have had reports from the West 
— South that the usual confidential let- 
ters sent out by the swindlers were afloat. For 
some reason none of the circulars turned up. 

The mystery was explained today when 
there was recei from a farmer living near 
Eau Claire, Wis., a letter incl: sing some mail 
which had beer sent to him from New York 
City. The inclosure consisted of the custom- 
ary confidential circular describing the green- 
goods Susiness and the means of getting into it. 
Then there was the supposed newspaper clipping 
telling how the Treasury is robbed, how 
millions are paid out for redemption of dupii- 
cate coupons, what Register Rosecrans is al- 
leged to think, and so on. The article then 
leads up to telling now extensively the green 
goods are in circulation, and as a clincher 
makes this assertion: Thousands of dollars 
of this spurious issue have been used by the Re- 
publican party to further their interests on 
election day, and it is positively asserted that 
officials high in government fuvor have been 
sending these spurious greenbacks to their 
friends to be distributed on election day.”’ 

When the guileless Democratic farmer to 
whom the circular is sent has his partisan ap- 
petite whetted inthis way he turns over the 
ciipping and imbibes some more politics. 
There is an article in editorial type in which 
the Grover Cleveland brand of tariff reform is 
set forth in strong language. The war tariff 
is denounced, the farmer 1s told how he pays 
the burden, the protected. manufacturers are 
abused, and the flavor of a Democratic stump- 
speech is unmistakable... Another article ip 
editorial type is a partisan fling at the Presi- 
dential ambitions of Senators Sherman and 
Allison. 

An examination of the hundreds of green- 
goods clippings on file in the Secret Service 
archives and in the Postoffice Department 
shows that the above style of appealing to the 
cupidity and dishonesty of people by the 
green-goods swindlers is entirely new. It is 
the first time that they have sought politics as 
an aid, if they have really sought it. No one 
need be told that these circulars would be sent 
only to persons whose politics was known. 
This is what raises the question whether the 
documents are really green-goods ones or 
whether they are part of Chairman Brice’s 
campaign of education sent out under this 
cover in order to make them more attractive. 
The Reform club of New York City, which 
is an organization of millionaire importers 
who subscribe $250,000 per year to keep up the 
work of tariff reform, has the name and ad- 
dress of every farmer inthe West, together 
with a statement of his politics, It has been 
sending out a vast mass of disguised tariff lit- 
erature under various novel forms. Congress- 
man John De Witt Warner of New York City, 
who is the leading spirit in the Reform club, 
could not be found tonight. The clerk’s list 
of names is at the disposal of the Demucratic 
National committee, and it might be that 
Chairman Brice could explain, but he, too, is 
away and his views cannot be obtained to- 
night. If the plan outlined above is not part 
of the Democratic educational campaign, but 
is really a genuine green-goods scheme, it 
would be interesti to know whether the 
swindlers got their list of names from the Re- 
form club or from the Democratic National 
committee.

The Council Finance Committee Finishes 

Its Labors on the Appropriation Bill— 
Aid Asked for th® Boy Prisoners at the 
Bridewell—Drainage Committees Con- 
sidering an Important Contract—The 
Public Service Committee of the County 
Board After the County Treasurer. 


The Finance committee of the City Council 
com pleted its work on the app bill 
yesterday afternoon in secret making 
a total reduction of $400,000, which brings the 
entire appropriation withia the estimated rev- 
enue from licenses and the 2 per cent levy. 
The biggest cut, nearly $200,000, was made in 
the item for the city’s share of unprovements

Thursday. The salaries of the Fire Chief and 
the Chief of Police were fixed at $5,500 per 
annum, a compromise between those who 
thought they should remain at $5,000 and those 
who advocated a raise to $6,000. Before go- 
ing into executive session the committee 
listened to the reading of a communication 
from Supt. Crawford of the House of Cor- 
rection. The letter cited the manner in 
which boys are confined with old malefactors, 
and after giving some statistics says:
